Manila, April IS—A number of prom- 


inent wealthy Filipinos are organizing 
a committee to take steps to bring 
about an understanding between the 
rebels and the Americans. The com- 
mittee intends to ask the United States 
Philippine commission to make a state- 
ment of what terms will be offered to 
the rebels if they will surrender; 


Afraid ui Ajpiiualdo. 


Another branch of the committee will 


approach Aguinaldo with the terms and 
•will endeavor to persuade him to ac- 
cept them. It is considered doubtful, 
however, if any members of the com- 
mittee will dare to personally confer 
with the rebel leader. The committee 
includes several persons recently con- 
demned to death by Aguinaldo for 
petitioning him to cease fighting.

BRITISH OFFICER'S ADVICE 


As io the Course Americans Should Pursue In 


Dealing With Filipinos. 


London, April 18.—The Daily Chronicle 


publishes this morning an interview with 
Lieutenant General Clarke, agent gen- 
eral for Victoria and Tasmania, and for- 
mer governor and commander-in-chiei 
of the straits settlements, regarding 
the American policy m the Philippines. 


Sir Andrew urges a thorough under- 


standing of the native character, and a 
government, so far as possible., by native 
institutions. 
The Americans, in hia 


opinion, should first discover Aguinaldo'i 
source of supplies, and then turn thesa 
Into agencies of trade for the settlement 
of the country. 
They should show th« 


natives that this would be a better out- 
let for capital, and they would thus be 
depriving the enemy of the sinews of 
war. 


After that, he continues, they should 


buy out the religious orders, with tha 
sanction of the pope, and attach the 
secular clergy in some way to the ad- 
ministration, securing their powerful in- 
fluence. "Underlying everything," says 
Sir Andrew, "must be the good will of the 
natives. 
Then, with carefully selected 


administrators, the United States would 
have nothing to fear from the Fili- 
pinos." 


The interview was supplemented by a 


report based upon the experience of 
British administrators in the straits set- 
tlement.

Jones of Harrisburg Made the Choice 


of the Quay Republicans. 
A Bal- 


lot Today Did Not Result 


in Election. 


Harrisburg. Pa., April 18— At a gen- 


eral conference of the republican sen- 
ators and members of the legislature it 
waa decided to vote today for B. P. 
Jones of Pittsburg for United States 
senator.

At the meeting of th? republican 


members it was decided as Quay had 
not received a majority of the votes, 
and as the republicans did not agree 
on his candidacy, now it was time, as 
the legislature 
adjourns 
Thursday, 


when fidelity to the people and the 
party demands that public and party 
interests be paramount to the inter- 
ests of an individual and it is the duty 
of all republicans without regard to 
past caucus action to secure the elec- 
tion of a republican to the senatorship. 
At the conference it was decided to 
vote for Jones. He is an iron and steel 
manufacturer of Pittsburg:, was chair- 
man of the national republican com- 
mittee in 1884, managed Elaine's presi- 
dential campaign and never held a po- 
litical office except th,at of elector. 


Thirteen of the republican members 


who have been vot.ng1 for M. S. Quay 
for United States senator since the 
balloting began, today changed their 
votes to B. P. Jones of Pittsburg. In- 
cluded in this number were four sen- 
ators, Magee of Pittsburg, Losch of 
Schuylkill, Crawford of Allegheny and 
Scott of Luiserne. Ot the time tepYe- 
sentatives deserting from the Quay 
ranks seven were from- Allegheny 
county, one from Washington and one 
from Nortiiumbeiland.

A POINT FOR QUAY. 


Lawyer Shields Does Good Work in 


Exuminlug Witness Goldsmith. 


Philadelphia, April 18— Tn the Quay 


trial, Mr. Shields brought from Witness 
Goldsmith the admission' that the ap- 
parent loan of J57.505.12 should be re- 
duced $14,850, received through closing 
a deal in United States Gas stock; that 
the books that show a further loan of 
15,000 charged to Senator Quay was 
paid by a man named Andrews; that 
the loan of $18,955 charged to Senator 
Quay was apparently a loan to Gov- 
ernor Hastings; that an item of $3,200 
in Senator Quay's loan account was an 
obligation of a man named Ahern; that 
other items aggregating $15,500 charged 
to Senator Quay were obligations to 
other people. This successive admis- 
sions of witness, Mr. Shields argued, 
showed that of the apparent loans to 
Senator Quay, $185,855.12 during: the 
six months under discussion, all or 
nearly 'all -constituted obligations of 
other people. In other words Senator 
Quay was an endorser and therefore 
only a tentative debtor to the bank. 


Harrisburg, April 18.— The bribery in- 


vestigation committpe last evening rec- 
ommended to the house that criminal 
proceedings be instituted in the court* 
against nine persons for corrupt solicita- 
tion in connection with the balloting- for 
United States senator, and the considera- 
tion of the McCarroll jury bill. 
The 


latter bill, which was eventually de- 
feated, was said to have been introduced 
to aid Senator Quay in his then ap- 
proaching trial in the Philadelphia 
courts. 
., The majority report recites at consider- 
able length the testimony taken by th« 
committee, and says the evidence dis- 
closes clearly that undue means wer«

The m«m weighed 
in at 115 pounds each, though Rotchford 
is two inches taller than Palmer.

and hitting low. In the third round, 
after fighting about a minute Rotchford 
delivered a blow much lower than be- 
fore, and Palmer fell heavily in great 
peJn.

Jaoones Car tier, who shipped from 


St. Malo in 1684, explored the coast of 
Newfoundland and made ttft circuit of 
the gulf of St. Lawrence, and he did 
much else, too, for Now France in open- 
ing up negotiations with the many tribes 
of Indians who thronged thousands 
strong and friendly from all the regions 
is and About Quebec and Montreal and 
Ottawa and Kingston. Another mariner 
of St Malo—Francis Greve—began the 
colonization of the land. About 1570, 
in France, Samuel de Ghamplain was 
born, and when he reached the age of 
early manhood he, too, joined in the 
new world exploration in the region 
above the great lakes. The kings of 
France were much interested in the 
new land and did all in their power not 
only to explore the region, but to colo- 
nize and develop it. Champlain, in 
1615, made an expedition up the Ottawa 
river and penetrated as far as into 
Georgian bay, thus touching on the wa- 
ters of Lake Huron. 


In 1618 Etienne Brule, an old inter- 


preter, came into Champlain's camp 
with the news of the discovery of Lake 
Superior. Lake Erie, with Ontario, was 
probably discovered some time earlier 
than this. Nicollet, in 1634, started in 
a canoe from the head of Georgian bay, 
skirted the eastern and northern - shores 
cf Huron and at last found himself at 
Sault Sta. Marie, or the falls of St. 
Mary, now shortened to "Soo"—the 
first white man, it is believed, to reach 
this key to the noble lake beyond. He 
went as far as Green bay, on Lake Mich- 
igan, and so the various lakes at last 
came into the actual knowledge of the 
explorers and were no longer myths. 


But as these French explorers con- 


tinned to develop new and hitherto un- 
dreamed of possibilities of empire the 
English began to take deep interest in 
the region—an interest little less marked 
than that they were then taking in 
their schemes of colonization in Vir- 
ginia and Massachusetts. Again and 
again through the years that follow the 
threads cross and recross, not weaving 
a beautiful garment of harmony, but 
tangling in a wretched snarl, a patch- 
work of disputes between the nations.

last tbe English were masters of the 
northern lake region for all time—un- 
less some day we shfll see tbo stars and 
stripes floating from the heights of 
Quebec.

The Carlona Statistics Showing What Eu- 


ropean Nation* F»y For Them. 


The friends and advocates of "uni- 


versal peace" and the foes of intemper- 
ance and inebriety are pretty generally 
agreed that tbe expenses attending war 
and war armaments and liquid bever- 
ages of an intoxicating or exhilarating 
kind are nndnly large. There is an old 
proverb—it is not a Swiss proverb, of 
ccnrse—to the effect that a xuan who 
drinks more than he should "drinks 
like a Swiss," and it is for this reason, 
perhaps—and residents of the-republic, 
of Switzerland say for no better one— 
that tbe fame of residents of Switzer- 
land for sobriety is not as farreaching 
as the fame of the Scotch, for instance, 
for frugality. A recent computation 
which has appeared shows that tbe an- 
nual expenditures of the Swiss for wine, 
beer, oider and brandy are 175,000,000 
francs, sis times as much as is spent ou 
the army. Germany expends, or, more 
properly, individual Germans expand, 
$500,000,000 a year on liquid refresh- 
ments, distilled or fermented—chiefly 
beer and Rhine wine—and $130,000,- 
000 a year on tbe German army. France 
expends in a year $500,000,000 ou 
drink, chiefly wine, and 1140,000,000 
a year on the maintenance of the army 
of the republic. The Italians expend 
$250,000,000 a year for liquors, wines 
and cordials and $55,000,000 for the 
Italian army, tbe expenditures being in 
about the same ratio as in other nations. 


Austria Hungary expends less upon 


liquor in a year than any other country 
of the first class m Europe, amounting 
toabont 1225,000,000, thongh persons 
who are familiar with life along tbe 
blue Danube might not unreasonably 
ccme to the conclusion that $200,000, • 
000 oi this snto was spent in the city 
of Vienna alone in lager beer. Snch, 
however, is not the case. In tbe moun- 
tainous districts, particularly in tbe 
Tyrol, Transylvania and in Croatia, 
very little wine is drunk, and though 
Hungary produces a large and steadily 
increaasing amount of wine a very large 
proportion of it is exported to other 
countries. Relatively not much of it is 
kept for home consumption. 


Tbe Austria-Hungarian army costs 


970,000,000 a year, or less than one- 
thiid of the cost; of the liquors con- 
sumed in a year. The Russians expend 
$800,000,000 a year in liquors and 
$150,000,000 a year, or one-half as 
much, for the maintenance of the army. 
England expends $480^000,000 a year 
on beer, ale, wine, porter, gin, mm and 
smoky whisky and $90,000,000 a year 
on tbe maintenance of the British army. 


No one knows exactly how much is 


spent in tue United States on liquor in 
a year, especially in prohibition states, 
but it is supposed that the whisky tak- 
en for medicinal purposes costs each 
year more than does tbe maintenance 
of the regular army.—New York Sun. 


A Good Koa4n>aker. 


Edwin Mclntyre, who lives a hermit 


life in the house near Warren where Dr. 
Pilton B. Baker was shot, has a queer 
hobby. One of the prettiest and best 
pieces of road in Maitfe passes in front 
of bis retreat. It has been built by Mr. 
Mclntyre, who for the last 23 years has 
been picking up the rocka and atones 
near his home and pounding them into 
pebbles, whiob he has put in the high- 
way. In 23 years'i time he has pounded 
900,000 stones and made them ready for 
road use. 
TLe town authorities, recog- 


nizing the value of tbe work, for years 
have compensated the man by giving 
him his road tax. He estimates that he 
has placed on the road 20 cords of these 
manufactured stones.

dozen yearly, or 828,500,000 single 
handkerchiefs. To satisfy this qnbrmoua 
demand there are always kept in stock 
in this city at least 350,000,000 hand- 
kerchiefs. It would be extremely diffi- 
cult to eay what snob a supply of goods 
is worth in the aggregate, as bandker 
chiefs aell at wholesale at anywben 
from BO cants to $40 per dccen, accord- 
ing to quality and finish. But' the flg- , 
nres which I -bavi given yon are not 
exaggerated, and they throw a strong I 
light on the gigantic dimensions of an (

handkerchiefs are manufactured in this 
country, and rbose that are made here 
are mostly of tbo cotton and inferior 
sillr variety. Tbo iinest silk goods are 
imported principally from Japan, which 
country sends us annually between 17,- 
000,000 and 18,000,000 'Japanese pon- 
gees.' The best cambric article comes 
from France and Belgium, and linen 
handkerchiefs come from the north of 
Ireland and also from St. Gall, Switzer- 
land, 
Japanese silk handkerchiefs ara 


worth from $3 to $40 per dozen, while 
the imported cambrics from Brussels 
sell for from $5 to $7 a dozen, and the 
cotton product maunfactnred in Penn- 
bylvduiu and New Jersey may be bad 
for 80 cents per dozen. 


"The capital invested in this busi- 


ness is immense. It 
may possibly 


amount to $100,000, OeO, but owing to 
the fact that the trade is distributed 
nothing like accurate figures can be 
given. There are six or seven firms in 
the dry goods district which deal exclu- 
sively in handkerchiefs. But only two 
of these houses handle tbe domestic ar- 
ticle extensively. 
Most of the large 


American factories are located outside 
of the city, but New York, as in sever- 
al other branches of the dry goods busi- 
ness, is the great distributing center for 
the trade. "—Washington Star.

Glau Mirrori of tha Anatoat*. 


M. Bertbelot has from time to time 


unearthed a vast amount of valuable in- 
formation respecting tbe chemistry and 
technology of tbe ancients. His latest 
researches huvo reference to som« glass 
mirrors found near Eheims and which 
date from the thud and fourth cen- 
turies. Tha glass was coated with a me- 
tallic substance and also with a layer of 
whitish material. The metal proved to 
be lead, with no trace of gold, silver, 
copper, tin, antimony or mercury, nor 
was there any organic substance pres- 
ent, showing that no extraneous mate- 
rial was used to cement the lead to the 
glass. The mirrors appeared to have 
been cut from hollow blown glass 
globes, and it is possible that before 
being out the molten lead had been 
poured into the interior, adhering to 
the previously warmed glass. The whit- 
ish layer consisted of lead carbonate and 
lead oxide formed by the oxidation of 
tbe lead coating and calcium carbonate, 
which had been deposited from the wa- 
ter of the district in which the mirrors 
were found.—Industries and Iron.

HOW A HUNTING PARTY IN TEXAS 


FOUND A QUEER PET. 


A Feroeloo* Animal Captured In Cowboy 


rwhlon—How * Darin* tiegro dot One 
of the C«b«—The Mother and Her Cbil- 


i dren Jc Captlrity. 


Those who conclude that ther« are 


po ferocious or dangerous wild animals 
iu the mountains of western Texas 
would expurienco a very sudden change 
of i?entiuiGiit if they should meet a 
panther face to face ia some lonely can- 
yon. 
The 
magnificent animal now 


chained in front of our wagons is called 
by sorua a Mexican or mountain lion 
and by others a panther. Ishe is of a 
dull yellowish color and will weigh 
more than four or five ordinary leop- 
ards. She measures just 11 feet from 
the tip of her nose to the end of her long 
tail. 


Although nho lies been in captivity 


only a tow days she is astonishingly doc- 
ile so long as she can see her two cubs 
that aro chained under the wagons. Tho 
moment they set up a whine she springs 
to her fi'er, all her hair turns the wrong 
way, and while her eyes look like glow- 
ing coals of fire she gnashes her sharp 
white fangs and tries the strength of 
her chain. If it were not strong enough 
to hold an ox, I should prefer that there 
were two or three counties between us 
just at tha't particular moment. Tha 
cubs are already as gentle as lunibs aud 
as pla}*nl as kittens, and nothing 
pleases them better than to crawl under 
our blankets at night and cuddle up 
close to us to escape the chilly northerr. 


We captured her iu the mountains of 


the Deall river in western Texas, and I 
doubt if a more daring feat was ever 
accomplished by a crowd of hunters. 
Game of all kinds is very abundant in 
this region, and the boys had tired of 
shooting deer, antelopes and turkeyS4 
Several big wolves and two or three 
panthers had been slaughtered, and it 
was evident from the numerous tracks 
about the water holes that there were 
plenty more of them in the mountains.

The Bait* of Credit. 


A man's past record, with but few 


•xoeptious, should determine the ques- 
tion of his eligibility for credit iu the 
future. If he has been slow pay in the 
past, he will probably be slow pay ia 
bis next purchases. 
If he has been 


prompt and satisfactory, he will likely 
be the same again. As an instance I 
might mention a case which recently 
Mme tinder my notice. A trader who 
bad gradually y c to be alow and unsat- 
isfactory was compelled to assign. Hia 
failure was not due to any misfortune, 
•neb as fire or flood, but seemed the 
natural consequence of his incompetence 
•od lack of management. A wholesale 
'house which had been supplying him 
lost beavily, but compromised, and as 
be con t in i: ml tbe^ still sold him, but on 
80 days' tin e. For awhile he promptly 
attended lo bis payments, but after a 
jtime ho got slower and slower, and as 
be was a liberal buyer and his purchases 
Were allowed to accumulate he soon 
owed a bill far larger than his means 
would warrant. As this dragged along 
for some years a compromise was grant- 
ed npon this indebtedness also. Still be 
clung to his old creditor and again or- 
dered goods, promising to send the 
money within SO days. But his past 
record was too much even for so lenient 
a creditor. He was told plainly that be 
would get no more goods on credit and 
that if he ordered anything cash must 
accompany tho order in every case. 
Now, 
a wan of thi* stamp is a positive 


detriment to a wan who pays his bills. 
After thus being refused credit by the 
old house be will try and get it else- 
where and no doubt will succeed. But 
if bis record is kuown it should be a 
final answer to the question of granting 
bin credit.—Harriwara.

THE MAZET COSMHTTBB. 


The results of the Mazet committee 


now investigating corruption in New 
York city wll at once become a matter 
of general speculation. Of course there 
•will be more than one opinion concern- 
ing them, but it

cult for 
the 
warmest 
friends of 


the committee to prove that it is an 
impartial investigating body. Richard 
Croker, not corruption of whatever 
kind wherever found, seems to be its 
sole objective point. Richard Croker is 
bad, but there are other bad men in 
New York city, and wnen the Mazet 
committee voted five to two, a vote 
on purely party lines, not to investi- 
gate Platt it gave the public to under- 
stand that nothing but that which had 
the Croker brand on it would be con- 
sidered game for the committee. This 
action will bring no glory to the com- 
mittee and •will give strong color to 
the Croker claim that the committee 
is a partial, political machine created 
for political ends. If the committee had 
kept itself free from suspicion, which it 
could have done and even devoted all 
its time to Croker, it would have per- 
formed a great service in laying bare 
the hideousness of Tammany. 
Har- 


per's Weekly speaks of Croker in this 
way: 


"Here is a private citizen, who 


probably could not be elected to any 
office, on account of his bad reputation, 
•who is able to use the power of 
municipal government as be sees fit for 
the advancement of his personal ends. 
No potentate in the civilized world has 
such a. power as this man possesses. He 
may revenge himself on those whom he 
hates—and he hates impartially all 
good citizens—by increasing their taxes 
(see the assessment rolls of the last 
>ear); by erecting nuisances in their 
neighborhood; by permitting the streets 
in front of their dwellings and stores 
to go uncleaned or unrepaired; by in- 
terfering unduly with their business; 
by promoting the interests of their 
rivals;

police annoyance, or depriving them of 
police protection. He may make it 
worth the while of the trouble-dread- 
ing financiers who are at the head of 
institutions of trust to buy of him the 
rights and privileges which are theirs 
jnder the 
law." 


It i» a question •whether Croker has 


"lot used the committee in a way that 
will'strengthen his hold on New York. 
His influence conies from the fact that 
he sticks by his friends and practices 
the- political preaching that to the vic- 
tor* belong the spoils.-When under the 
fire of the Mazet committee's Mr. Moss 
he-did not desert his-principles, but 
openly stated them, and so his fol- 
lowers have reason to place increased 
confidence m him. This, taken with tue 
fact'that the committee refuses to 
touch" Platt, will certainly not work 
much injury to Croker rule in the 
Empire city.

The Springfield Eepubhcan has taken 


to writing silver editorials, possibly in 
preparation for the time when it shall 
find itself supporting Bryan for the 
presidency. The Republican, in com- 
menting on statistics in Bradstreet's 
makes this silver argument: "Since 
1896 there !«as been an advance of 
about -lO per cent in prices. This is of 
course equivalent to saying that there 
has been a depreciation in money of an 
equal extent. The purchasing power of 
the dollar has been reduced to that de- 
gree. The ci editor's claim has been 
scaled down commensurately, since the 
debt is now due in dollars o£ far less 
purchasing power than they possessed 
three years ago. It is a curious turn of 
affairs that the very ends for which the 
silver party in 1896 were striving have 
largely come about m the face of that 
party's defeat. It is extremely doubt- 
ful if the opening of the mints to silver 
at 16 to 1 would have brought a rise of 
more than 50 to 60 per cent in com- 
modity prices. But heie under the gold 
standard has sn»ued a rise, of nearly 40 
per cent, or an equivalent depreciation 
in money and scaling down of debts." 
Heie the Republican admits that the 
very thing it fought against in 189C, the 
.thing that it called immoral and dis- 
honest, has baen brought about by that 
"peacteful conquest of trade," of which 
the Republican te so much cnamouied. 
The Republican seas that of the com- 
modities which have increased in price 
more than half of them are controlled 
"by combinatons in restraint cf trade," 
and it also sees that more than half of 
the commodities which have fallen in 
price are farm products "uncontrolled 
by trusts." Bryan will delight in read- 
ing the Republican if it continues its 
good work for silver.

of age, an adventure at Gibraltar, in 
1806, described m Mr. Spears' "History 
of Our Navy," showed the character of 
the man. He was first lieutenant of the 
Yankee brig Siren, and one day while 
the captain was on shore at Gibraltar a 
Yankee merchantman came into the 
port and anchored near the Siren. A 
boat from a British frigate near by 
went directly to the merchantman and 
in a few minutes pulled away again, 
having one more man in it than \vheu 
it left the frigate. 


Maodonough noted tho fact and sent 


Lieutenant Page to the merchantman, 
who returned with the information thai; 
the British had impressed one of the 
crew of the merchantman. 


Maodouough ordered the Siren's gig 


away, manned with armed men, and 
getting into it himself overtook the 
British boat alongside of the frigate and 
took out of it by force the impressed 
seaman and carried him to the Siren. 


Late? the captain of the British man- 


of-war oame on board the Siren and in 
a great rage demanded to know bow 
Macdonough had "dared to take a man 
from one of bis majesty's boats." 


"I will," said he, "haul my ship 


alongside the Siren and take the man 
by force." 


"I suppose," answered Maodonongb, 


"your ship can sink the Siren, but as 
long as she can swim I shall keep the 
man." 


"You are a very young man and very 


indiscreet," said the bully. "Suppose I 
bad been in the boat. What would you 
have done?'' 


"I would have taken the man or lost

Ibe Tsing-Pao, or Peking News, founded 
in tbe year 710 A. D. Until quite late- 
ly it was generally supposed tbat the 
Km Pau, a Chinese journal published ,' 
in Peking for tbe last thousand >aars, c 
was tbe oldest newspaper iu tbe world. 
In a very able work recently published, 
however, Inibault Huurt, the French 
consul at On ikon, thews that this bigb 
honor belongs to tbe Tsing-Pao, which 
bas been published continuously since , 
tbe year 710 aud is even said to have 
been founded some 200 years befor? j 
" that date, or early in the sixth century, 
BOO years before a newspaper was known 
iu Europe 


Tbe Tsing-Pao now appears as a book 


of 24 pages, octavo size, tied in a yel- 
low cover by two knots of rice paper. , 
Each i£gu bas seven columns, and «ach^ 
column bas seven characters, or letters, 
which read from top to bottom. Tho 
types are made of willow wood. This 
is tbe "edition de luxe" officially recog- 
nized by the emperor, and the price of i 
which is abont 34 o^nts a month. There 
is also a popular edition, got up rough- i 
ly on poor paper and printed, or rather ' 
danbed, from a plate of engraved wax. « 
This costs 16 cents per mouth and is ' 
issned an boar before the other.

It is the official journal of tbe gov- t 


eminent—the "Times" of China. It 
gives all the details concerning tbe per- 
son of tbe emperor, his movements, his j 
maladies, bis remedies, tbe imperial 
decrees and tbe reports of tbe ministers, ' 
in tbe printing of which every error is 
punished with death. 


It announces to all the provinces tbe

Boston. April 18.—The right of fra- 


ternal organisations to carry imitation 
guns stirred up the liveliest kind of a. de- 
bate in the house yesterday. 


Mr. Mellen Intimated that there was a 


ring in control of the militia affairs of 
Massachusetts, and that to depiiveor- 
ganizations of the right to drill was class 
legislation. 


Mr. Lanergan of Boston questioned tbe 


right of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery to carry arms. He characterized 
the organization as simply an ornamen- 
tal one. for street parade purposes. 


Mr. Donahue of Fall River said the 


present law was the creation of the im- 
aginations of a ioi of "old bettys," who 
think that because a men is given the 
privilege of drilling with a wooden gun 
ke is an enemy of the country. 


Mr. Litchfleld of Middleboro saw dan- 


ger in the passage of such a law, for no 
one would know what time tihes* organ- 
isations mifcit strike against the coun- 
try. "In tbe Civil war," he said, "we 
•aw what independent military organ- 
izations did to keep the country divided. 
If anybody wanted *<o carry guns there 
was plenty of opportunity for him in the 
regular army." 


Mr. Judd of Holyoke favored the bill 


on the ground that it removed unjust 
discrimination. The Sons of Veterans 
were debarred from carrying guns, and 
thJs he said was a rank injustice. The 
country needed the services of our young 
men in tiifie of war and. unless they are 
proficient in the manual of arms they 
will not make good soldiers. 


Mr. McLaughlin of Worcester said 


there should not be special privileges for 
some, and he told of the temperance 
cadets of Worcester and of the benefit 
to the temperance cause which resulted 
from enlisting th« enthusiasm of the 
youn# men in this way. The law of 1898 
led to their disbandment. 


Mr. Mellen said: "Why, they tell v* 


that if we get what Is our right we will 
become anarchists, communists and 
socialists. If it was not for the fraternal 
organizations and the military instruc- 
tions they received, the late war would • 
have been v/ithout many soldiers. In 
1861 
the nation did not ask the Emmet 


Guards of Worcester whether it was in- 
dependent or not, but was glad to get 
their services, and the training th«y re- 
ceived in that organization counted for 
something. The state has not room in 
its militia for the young men who would 
be glad to get into it. Religion and race 
lines should have nothing to do with this 
question." 


Mr. Murphy of Lawrence told of how 


SO members of an independent organiza- 
tion took the place of regular members 
of the state militia. 


Mr. Driscoll of Chlcopee said that the 


Second regiment was recruited in the 
last war largely from young men who 
were trained in the temperance and 
cadet societies. 


Mr. Bresnahan of Boston, who Intro- 


duced the bi41, said that he favored it be- ' 
cause there were in Massachusetts hun- 
dreds of young men who would like the 
opportunity of learning- the manual of 
arms. No harm would com* from carry- 
ing woode-n guns, and he thought there 
was greater danger, if there was any at 
all, from carrying side awns. The pres- 
ent law was put upon the statute books 
to please a lot of tin soldiers who never 
wenit any farther than the state house or t 
the camp at South Framinghajn.

Messrs. Harlow of Whitman, Reed of 


Taunton, Harden of Stoneham and 
Bleiler of Boston spoke against the 
measure.

Mary Scott Rowland Gives 


Some Excellent Advice 


to Growing Girls,

Nothing can be more important than 


the question of how to keep the grow- 
ing- girl well and active. On the store 
of vitality acquired in the years of care 
free, outdoor girlhood of life and the 
habits that are then cultivated depend 
the good looks of after life. The grow- 
ing girl may be ungainly and awkward, 
even a trifle boisterous at times, if 
she plays much out of doors with her 
lively brothers, but there are nine 
chances in ten that out of the robust, 
romping girl—the ugly duckling of the 
family—will develop a handsome wo- 
man, 
while the white faced, fragile lily 


is pretty certain to shoot up into a deli- 
cate, sickly woman whose traces of 
good looks are soon lined away by dis- 
ease. 


Mrs. 
Langtry, one of the handsomest 


women of the century and after years 
of hard work before the footlights still 
fresh and blooming, owes much of her 
remarkable beauty to the fact that her 
girlhood was spent in romping about 
with her brothers through the green 
lanes stud meadows of the island of 
Jersey. The neighbors who saw the 
hoidenish daughter* of the Dean le 
Breton scampering with her brothers 
would no doubt have been greatly sur- 
prised if told that the madcap girl 
would ultimately become one of the 
most famous beauties of Europe. Noth- 
ing, is a better foundation for after 


wholesome and simple. If coffee or tea 
in taken, It should be very weak. Break- 
fast, may consist of sparingly buttered 
toast, with two soft 
boiled 
egg». 


Oranges or grape fruit should prr-sde 
the meal. Stewed prunes and roast 
apples should form part of the evening 
repast. Vegetables ought to be eaten 
plentifully, spinach being especially 
good for the health. An avoidance of 
meats Is recommended. Fish and fowl, 
with desserts made with milk, art ad- 
vised. Dinner should be served in the 
middle of the day, breakfast at S o'clock 
and tea not later than 6. Growing chil- 
dren should never be permitted to in- 
dulge in the came rich food as their 
parents do, and under no circumstances 
should they be permitted to drink 
wines or other intoxicating beverages. 
Candies and similar sweets should be 
likewise forbidden or indulged in but 
rarely and moderately. 


For washing the hair of a young girl 


every six weeks is often enough. 
It 


should be cleansed with'palm oil soap 
after tirst rubbing into the scalp the 
yolks of two fresh eggs. A tablespoon- 
ful of the shaved soap with a pint of 
boiling water poured over it makes a 
ricli siitK When this suds is nearly 
cool, rub if into the scalp and rinse 
thoroughly vlth tepid water. 
Never 


use a flue tooth comb. The hair should 
be thoroughly brushed daily. Should 
the scalp be very dry after washing 
apply a little olive oil with the tips of 
the lingers. Always braid the hair be- 
fore retiring, as it prevents it from 
breaking. 


When studying, many girls are prone 


to bite the linger nails. It is a habit 
which, when contracted, is hard to 
overcome. When a child is detected in 
biting the finder nails, put a little aloes 
on the tips of the fingers. 


A steel instrument should never be 


utilized for cleaning the nails, as it is 
alike irritating and dangerous. An 
orange manicure stick is all that is 
necessary. A little retiring cream rub- 
bed both on and under the nails while 
cleaning them aids in the process. Aft- 
er the cleaning under the nails the 
hands should toe scrubbed with a brush. 
The Scrubbing1 of the naiis should be a 
feature of every morning and evening's 
ablutions, the soap used being a pure 
olive oil one. The nails are to be first 
cut the shape desired, then gently filed 
smooth, the cuticle loosened with the 
eream and carefully pushed back with 
the stick. If the fingers are regularly 
and properly attended to, there need be 
no fear of "hang" nails. 


It is a great mistake to allow children 


to wear veils. They not only impede the 
circulation, but make tho skin sensi- 
tive. Wearing them also promotes a 
crop of those disfigurements known as 
Mack heads, for the skin needs the- fric- 
tion of the air. Too much care cannot 
be exercised in the selection of a soap. 
I have known eczema and kindred ail- 
ments to be caused by cheap, highly 
scented soaps. 'A pure olive oil is the 
only one that rhould be used on face 
and body alike. In cleansing the com- 
plexion first put on a little rose cream; 
then take a Turkish toweling cloth a~nd 
wash the face morning1 and night in 
lukewarm water. Rain or distilled wa- 
ter is preferable. Every night during 
the hours of repose the face should be 
anointed with retiring cream. After 
the washing a skin lotion should be 
put on and a little face powder, which 
should then be gently dusted off with a 
cotton cloth. 


It is a mistake to suppose that a 


chemically pure powder is injurious to 
a delicate skin. On the contrary, !t is 
of great benefit, as it is a nonconductor 
of light and heat and in that way serves 
to protect the cuticle. If it were gener- 
ally used, there-would not be so many 
coarse and muddy complexions. 


On a young person the skin will yield 


to cultivation as readily as the voice. 
To prove this fact I can show my~bwn 
skin, the texture of which, although I 
am in my fiftieth year, is admitted by 
physicians both in this country and in 
Europe to be like that of a child. There 
is no miracle about it.

A Convention of 


Woman Suffragists, 


The first convention of woman suffra- 


gists was held 50 years ago in Seneca 
Falls, N. Y., in the little Wdsleyan 
chapel of that town, on July 19. Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, then 33 years old, 
and Lucretla Mott were the then lead- 
ers. On the 27th of the present month, 
in the St. Cecilia club house of Grand 
Rapids, will be held a convention of wo- 
man suffragists as widely different from 
that of 50 years ago as can well be 
imagined. 


Then a woman suffrage gathering was 


a matter for jeers and insults; today the 
delegates are sought as honored guests 
in the homes of the best people of the 
town, and the press devotes columns of 
space to reports of their meetings. 


In many states woman suffrage is 


past the experimental stage, and in the 
new order of things the woman who 
does not agree with the theory of the 
movement is looked upon as scarcely up 
to date. 


The governor of New York recently 


sanctioned woman's enfranchisement 
by saying in his first message that he 
believed public affairs would be better 
administered if women had a hand in 
them, a position to which the ;eading 
public men of the country are gradual- 
ly giving their assent. Among the best 
friends of the suffrage workers may be 
mentioned Thomas Platt, the head of 
the Republican party in the state of 
New York; the Hon. John D. Long, sec- 
retary of the navy; the late Henry 
George, Senator Hoar, Thomas Went- 
\\-orth Higginson, Eugene V. Debs, the 
labor leader, and hosts of other men of 
brains. 


The reason for the change in public 


opinion is not hard to find. During the 
50 years since that first convention the 
daughters and sons of those first wom- 
an suffragists have been growing tip 


, and their mothers' principles with them. 
The believers in suffrage have not for 
one minute ceased to preach their doc- 
trines. Women's colleges and the use- 
ful work that women have been doing 
in public life are hastening thp day 
when they will attain the goal they 
seek. Given a generation or two more 
of sons and daughters taught to be- 
lieve in suffrage, and its adoption is as 
certain as that the world goes round.

convention have been most hospitably 
planned by the people of Grand Rapids. 
All delegates are to be the guests of the 
ladies of the city, and for the spare time

receptions,
